REFUSED TO PARADE 


Another Mutiny Among Her 
Majesty’s III-Treated Troops. 


Twenty of the Rioting Soldiers 
Placed Under Arrest. 


Discentent in the British Army—Emperor 
William te Leave England Te-Xight— 
Lord and Lady Dunle RBRecenciied— 
France's African Pians—The Change of 
Presideats Au the Argentine Republic 
Hailed With Popelar Rejoiciag—Death 
ef Baurnfelde, the Austrian Poet—The 
Central American War—Fereign News. 


LONDON, Aug. 8.—Another mutiny on the 
part of Her Majesty's ‘troops has just taken 
place, this time the obdurate men comprising 
a portion of the army service corps of the gar- 
risen at Chatham. Becoming incensed at the 
action of the sergeants, who Imposed vexa- 
tious and needless duties upon the men with- 
opt authority from the superier officers, the 
men refused to parade to-day and barricaded 
the store. Twenty of the troops have been 
arrested. 


The Central American War. 


Saw SALVADOR, Aug. 8.—The defeat of the 
Guatemalan army by tust of Salvador is com- 
plete. President Barillas of Guatemala has 
2,000 soldiers om the road to the port of San 
Jose, ready to protect nis flight from the 
country. Anarchy reigns in Guatemala and 
Gen. Barrundia has invaded the country from 
the Mexican frontier. The Salvadoran troops 
have gone back te the frontier to push on the 
A diplomatic settie- 
ment of the trouble with Guatemala is 
expected. Gen. Mirandi, Commandant of the 
forces of Asiala and aspirant to the Presi- 
dency of San Salvador, has been routed, and 
Salvador is free from invaders. The outrage 
by Guatemala in seizing the arms ordered by 
Salvador from San Francisco created creat ex- 
citement Some assert that the seizure of war 
material in the harbor of San Jose was agreed 
upon by the Government of Guatemala and 
the United States Legation, but itis not gen- 
erally believed. Minister Mizner’s dispatches 
have not interfered with Saivador, though 
bis silence in regard to the Colima out- 
rage is not understood by the Government of 
Salvador. 


Minister Mizner’s Silence, 


Ciry OF MEXICO, Aug. 8.—Dispatches from 
Mr. Mizner, the American Minister to 
Guatemala, were expected yesterday. It is 
understood he bas left Guatemala on the 
United States man-of-war Ranger for Salva- 
dor, where be can communicate with Wash- 
ington bycable. He will probably land at 
Acajutia. The true inwardness of the reasons 
for the non-receipt of dispatches from Mizner 
willthen be explained. Mexican papers are 
very bitter against Mizner, and say he has 
shown undue partialisy all along to Guate- 
mala. Thesympathies here are all with Sal- 
vador. Thefactis, either Mizner would not 
answer telegrams from Washington, or else 
the Guatemalan Government has dellberately 
suppressed or detained them. 


A Letter From Mizner. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oal., Aug. 8.—Dr. Wm. G. 
Mizner, son of United States Minister Mizner 
to Central America, who is now in this city, 
is in receipt of late letters from his father. 
Dr. Mizner says: 

In the last letter received my father states 
that a number of American citizens had taken 
refuge at the United States Legation 
in Guatemala City. There: are not over 
twenty-five or thirty Americans there and the 
legation is in a position to take care of them 
all. All ot the Americans in Central America 
have been Invited to stay at the legation dur- 
ing the troubles. Suppiles were obtained be- 
fore the war was declared and a stock necés- 
sary for a long siege was secured. President 
Barritas inspects every telegram that 
leaves the country and most of 
the letters leaving the country are 
also examined. If Secretary Blaine has not 


received official news from my father itis be- 


cause President Barrilas suppressed his tele- 
grams. Several native citizens of Guatemala, 


| some of them ladies, have taken out United 


States naturalization papers in order to re- 
ceive the protection of tne legation. Barrios, 
who sailed from here on the steamer San 
Jose for Guatemala, is very popular there, 
and should Barrilas retire Barrios is certain 
to be the next President.’’ a 


Argentine’s New President. 


BUENOS AYRES, Aug. 8.—There is popular 
rejoicing over the election of Dr. Petligrini to 
the presidency. A decree issued yesterday 
raises the state of slege and establishes the 
liberty of the press. The Governors of all the 
provinces have sent telegrams to Dr. Fel- 
ligrini congratulating him upon his accession 
to the presidency. The following is the new 
Cabinets Gen. Roco, Interior; Eduardo Costa, 
Foreign Affairs; Gutierrez Lastra, Education; 
Gen. Levalle, War and Navy; Vicente Fidel 
Lopez, Finance. Public conndenece has been 
revived. Exchanges are rising, and although 
the banks are closed the Bourse will reopen 
soon. President Peiligrini, in a speech to a 
vast multitude assembled at the Government 
House, declared the motto of the new Govera- 
ment to be justice and liberty. 

PROGRAMME OF THE CABINET. 

The new Oabinet has presented its pro- 
gramme to the Chamber of Deputies. It sets 
forth that due respect will be paid the sonsti- 
tution; that the public fund will be jastly ad- 
ministered, and that efforte will be made to 
develop the national resources, — 

THE CANADIAN LUMBER TRADE AFFECTED. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, Aug. . —The lumber 
trade has been seriously curtailed by the 
South American troubles; only four vessels 
have cleared for those porte against thirty 
last season. The trade is rendered more in- 
active on this account, but improvement is 
looxed for later in the season.

Emperor William did not arise this morning 
until much later hour than usual, being 
much fatigued from Bis arguous day in Ports- 
mouth yesterday. After breakfast he 
drove from Osborne House to 
Cowes, where be went on board the 
imperial yacht Hohenzollern, where during 
the day he received the Prince and Princess 
of Wales and several other members of the 
royal family, as well as several members of 
the Royal Tacht Club. The Emperor wilireturn 
to Osborne House this afternoom and bid 
farewellto the Queen, after which he will 
dine on board the Priace of Wales yacht 
Aline. In the evening be will go on board 
the Hohenzollern and start for Germany at 11 
o*’ clock to-night. 

5 4 CONFEREROCE. 

The Emperor and Lord Salisbury and Count 
Hatzfeldt, the German ambassador to Lon- 
don, heid a conference at Ogborne House to- 
day, at which the formalities in regard to the 
cession of Heligoland to Germany were con-

Lord and Lady Darle Reconciled. 


LONDON, Aug. 8.—Lord and Lady Dunle ap- 
pear to have become fully reconciled and to 
bave resumed the enjoyment of their honey- 
moon, which was cut short by the departure 
ef his lordship, at the behest of bis indignant 
father, soon after their marriage, Yesterday 
the couple drove together from Dublin to 
Howth and back, occupying seats on the out- 
side ofa jaunting car. They were reeoguized 
at several points en route and enthusiastically 
cheered. In the evening they occupied a box 
atthe theater, where they attracted much. 
attention. 


Ex-Queen_Natalie’s Scheme. 


LONDON, Aug. 8.—It Is stated that ex-Queen 
Natalie of Servia has resolved to devote the 
buik of her fortune tothe erection of a nun- 
nery in Russia, in whieh she wil! instal! her- 
elt as Abbess. In view of the fact, however, 
that the royal lady has in progress several 
schemes for revenging herself upon her un- 
faithfal husband—ina which relation she still 
regards ex-King Milan, in spite of the decree 
of divore obtained by him—the statement that 
she contemplates religious seclusion needs 
confirmation. 


Discontent in the British Army. 


LONDON, Aug. 8.—The Chronicle expresses 
deep regret at the perfectly plain fact that 
discontent is rapidly spreading in the British 
army, and warne Parliament of the conse- 
quences of its neglect to devies means to 
check it. At the present Fate, the paper is 
convinced, it will uot be long before the army 
will be in a similar condition to that of France 
before the revolution of 1789, and with greater 
reason. 


Exodus of Hebrews From Russia. 


VIENNA, Aug. 8.—The exodus of Hebrews 
from Russia in obedience to the recent edict 
ofthe government has begun. Thousands of 
Hebrews are leaving the government of Vilna 
and will emigrate to Brazil. From other 
parts of Russia the banished Hebrews are 
taking their departure for Algiers, the 
Alllasce Hebrews of Paris assisting them. 


Death ef De Baursfelde. 


VIENNA, Aug. 8.—Edouard De Baurnfelde, 
the most distinguished Austrian poet of mod- 
ern years,died here yesterday at the advanced 
ace of 89 years. He was born in Vienna in the 
second year of the present century and at- 
tracted attention to himseif by his writings at 
an early age. He was the author of a large 
number of humorous poems and comedies,

AuBuREN, N. T., Aug. 8.—J¢ was an unpre- 
tentious funeral that occurred from Auburn 
State Prison at an early hour this morning. 
What the surgeons had left of the remains of 
William Kemmler had been placed in a piiin 
pine coffin. The coffia had then been filled 
with guicklime. No clergyman was present, 
and ne werd of religious import was 
uttered. The family of the dead 
murderer had tailed to claim his 
body and it was tobe interred as the law 
directs, The same secrecy had been observed 
inthe preparations forthe funeral that has 
characterized the whole execution, Nobody 
was apprisedofthe hour of ite occurrence 
and the grave, which is in the sixth row, the 
twenty-first grave in the row, was dug be- 
tween dark and daylight, being completed at 
4a.m. It wasat that hour that the coffin 
containing the remains was placed in the 
wagon belonging to the prison. A convict 
drove it. Keeper Miller sat onthe seat and 


‘that was the extent of the procession. Driv- 


ing rapidly, bya circuitous route, the wacon 
was sent bowling to the cemetery, a mile from 
the prison. Few noticed it and nobody knew 
what % contained. Arriging at the grave-- 
yard, which is a neglected pateh, overrun 
with wild carrotand a plague spot to the 
city, the wagon was stopped. Themen dis- 
mounted and, with the aid of two waiting 
grave-diggers,the coffin was placed in a rough 
box and lowered into its place. The grave- 
diggers began at once to fill Im the earth, and 
before people of the city had awakened to the 
duties ofthe day Kemmler had been buried. 
In pursuance of the policy of secrecy denial is 
made of the fact of the burial, but the newly 
made grave is there. 


Cenvicts in a Ferment, 


New YORK, Aug. 8.— From the hour when 
our 1,505 prisoners were turned out of their 
cells Wednesday morning., sald Warden 
Brush of Sing Sing prison yesterday, unt 


they were locked up again in the evening 
there was aferment. In that mysterious way 
no prison official can explain, they all knew 
that the fatal day had come for Remmler. 
They were In a constant quiver all day and my 
keeper had to be very wateohful. Thése con- 
victs were anxious to know how the execution 
had passed off because they know we have 
four wen here awaliing asimilar doom. You 
might bang a dozen murderers in the 
tombs and there would not be a ripple here, 
but the knowledge that Kemmler was to be 
electrocuted im another State prison put thes 
1,505 convicts on the ragged edge.This makin 
State prisons a place for executions is aii 
wrong, for it upsete our system of discipline. 
Had Warden Durston allowed the correspond- 
ents to pass through his prison yesterday they 
would bave found the convicts excited to a 
high degree. I presame Durston did net dare 
to let visitors in the prison, for they must 
have had their hands full in keeping order 
among them. Apart from the uncertainty 
of killing a man by 
as was shown at Auburn, ! have a horror re- 
garding the subject, and T consider it an out. 
rage to put this awful duty on the shoulders 
of the prison wardens. I Dope the courts will 
take the matter upfrom the standpoint of 
cruelty. They have excluded that plea here- 
tofure, but we now have pew and startiing 
evidence that electrocution is a cruel method, 
which the courts cannot ignore. Even the 
scientists are ignorant about the vature of 
electricity; sothese executions must always 
be experiments. For my part, I mach prefer 
the guillotine, if I am to be an executioner, 
for that method would be swift and sure and 
there would be no doubt astoa men being 
dead when bis head wae off. , 

‘‘In my opinion we would have a law 
passed to-morrow abolishing capital punish - 
ment ifthe Legislature wers ln session, But 
as it will not meet until January lsuppose 
the present horror will bave died away by 
that time. Personally, I: feel the awful re- 
sponsibility thrust upos me very much, de- 
cause unless the law is repealed I will be 
compelled to execute many re men than 
the other wardens. We have now in our care 
Schunick Ungtgo, James J. Siocum, Joseph 
Woods and Nicola Trezza. Then there are 
McElvain and another man still in the 
‘Tombs. None ot these cages will be decided 
until about the time for the Legislature to 
meet—at least 1 hope not. 

„I have been away from the prison only five 
days Juring the past sixteen years, yet I 
never passed so anxious a Gay as 1 did yester- 
day, sald Principal Keeper Connaughton.

BURNED TO THE GROUND. 
THE OLD FACTORY - THE LACLEDE FIRE 
BRICK CO. DESTROYED- 


The Damages Estimated at Over $100,000— 
An Acre and a Quarter ef Debris—A 
Panic in the Neighberheed Prevented by 
the Promptness of the Department—The 
Cause ef the Fire a Mystery. 


Early this morning fire was discovered in 
the old factory of the Laclede Firebrick 
Manufacturing. Co. at Cheltenbam on the 
Manchester road, about five miles from the 
Court-house. Watchman William Davis dis- 
covered the fire at about ? o'clock, and he 
promptiy gave an alarm with the factory 
whisties and sent his brother watchman 
to send in a fre alarm. The whistles attracted 
attention in the neighborhood and in the 
adjacent suburb at Clifton Heights, and in an 
incredibly short space of time an enormous 
crowd of persons had collected, all willing 
and anxious to render assistance. Mr. George 
Dickinson, Superintendent of the works, 
was one of the first to arrive, 
followed closely by Mr. A. J. Hewitt, 
the shipping clerk, and a litite later by Gen- 
eral Manager Green. It was evident at once 
that the building was doomed and great fears 
were entertained that the fire would spread to 
adjoining buildings and to the stores and pri - 
vate houses ia the village. 

Companies No. 21 and 29 arrived almost 
simultaneously at about 2:80. Assistant Chief 
Batry_was in command and an immense 
amount of water was speedily poured on to 
the burning building. Aimost as soon as. 
the fremen commenced their efforts the sec- 
ond floor fell with a crash. There was much 
heavy machinery out this floor and the noise 
made by this falling onte the stacks of bricks 


and pipe below was terrific. The outer walis 
of the dDuilding were of brick and these stood 
well, confluing the flames toa great tent, 
although the strong north wind carried sparks 
and fragments of burning timber with great 
velocity and toa great distance. There was 
and abundant supply of water, the city main 
into which water was turned for the first time 
about three months ago, being taken advan- 
tage of, while the River des Peres runs right 
through the works, 
BUILDINGS IN JEOPARDY. 

The attention of the department was mainly 
given to confining the fire to the limits of the 
buge building in which it broke out, Within 
a stone throw of the building a shed cover- 
Ing nearly an acre of ground contained an 
enormous stock of valuable bricks, sewer | 
pipes and gas retorts, and from the way 
spares and burning timber fell on the wooden 
roof it seemed certain that it would take fire. 
But the work of the department was s0 
effective that it was saved from even being 
charred, and its contents escaped even «a 
scerching. 

At8o’clock the fre was at its height and 
the walls of the building began to fallin. The 
flames could be seen for four miles round and 
the crowd kept gathering in numbers. After 
the fre soon began to burn out, although 
sparks were flying as late as 4, and severe! of 
the floor joists arestillsmouldering. The firm 
employsupwards of two hundred and fifty 
men and a great number of these were carly 
on hand, working assiduously to save the 
adjoining bulidings. The splendid new fac- 
tory of the company, aboutene hundred and 
Ofty feet distant, escaped injury, sor were 
either the offices or stables injured,

UNDER the operation of the Australian 
ballot law the Democrats elected all the 
county officers at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
for the first time since the war.

Our country 
isrieh im resources, but poor im capital and 
skilled labor, and is espécially hampered by 
the lack of means of transpertation between 
the different States of the Republic. Nearly 
every advance in the direction ef railroad 
lines has Deen due to the enterprise of Amer- 
jean capitaliste, but what has been done is 
litte compared to whatremains undone. If 
the Americah people, with their enter- 
prise im regard to rallroads, kuew 
what a fem there was in Mexieo, 
there is little doubt that they would take 
advantage of the opportunity offered them, 
and while making a handseme direct profit 
would open the way for an enormous trade, 
the result ef Wien Would be that Mexico 
would advance with almest unéexampled 


wopisity im wealth, intelligence and enter: 
prise. 
TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES RBQUIRED. 

„At present the condition of a great part of 
the country is most uafavorable to its pres- 

rity. Thére is plenty of excellent land, and 

he minerai resoufces are immense, but the 
difficulties and expense of transpertation are 
so great that there is litele or 10 profit either 
in agricuitare or in minigag, and the 
people are Kept in a condition of 
poverty and Ignorauee When all 
that is required is to Have the couatry opened. 
The distribution of the arable land in the 
larger part of Mexico is peoulter. Leaving out 
the sea coast And what is known as the Valley 
ot Mexice, the country is cut up by mountain 
ranges, between which lle Valieys, net great 
in extent, but well watered aud of remarkable 
fertility. On tens of thousands of acres two 
and even three crops ayear can be raised, 
but when raised they are only of value as far 
asthey can be consumed in the immediate 
neighborhood,as the costoftransportation isso 
great as to render all idea ef shipment to afy 
distance absurd, macadamized roads in the 
country districts are almost unknown and in 
the mountain districte pack trains are the 
only means of transportation. Of course this 
prevents any ameunt of export, and the peo- 
ple have mo money to buy imported goods, 
so that the trade ie slight. Were raiireads to 
be established ali this would be chaaged, the 
people could sell what they raised and could 
buy American goods. In the matter of min- 
ing the case is even worse. The Mexican 
mountains are fall of low-grade 
ores which in this country would 
be very profitable. Large smelters at 
central points would pay spiendidly if there 
was any cheap route by which the ere could 
be gotten to them.

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THE WORK OF AMATEURS. 


A PROFESSIONAL PHOTOGRAPHER Tross 
THE SOURCE OF OBSCENE PICTURES: 


The City Flooded With Pictorial Depravity 
by Irresponsible Men—Seap Shots That 
Call ter Rope End—Inspeetor McAfee 
Makes a Capture—A Trank Full of Vile 
Negatives Secured, 


A professional photographer, speaking of 
the discovery by the Anthoay Comstock of 
the West, Inspector McAfee, of an obscene 
picture factory in St. Louis, said to-day: ‘‘In- 
spector McAfee would do more good if he 
would turn his attention to the amateurs, 
who, since the easily managed detective cam- 
eras have become so cheap, have increased the 
manufacture of obscene pictures enormously. 


A professional photographer, even it he had 
no sense of decency, cannot afford to imperil 
his business by making those pictures which 
are sought for only by pérsons of depraved 
tastes, And it is very seldom that one 
loses sight of this material view 
of the matter. The amateurs having 
nothing to risk, having s Camera, need only 
to find the subjects and take the views. 
When the detective cameras were introduced 
they were very pretty toys and their use was 
limited to legitimate subjects. Some persons 
who bought them became deeply interested 
in photography and studied the art with 
enthusiasm. It has only been within the 
last six months that I have known 
of the great misuse to which these toy am- 
eras are put. They do not use plates in them, 
bat a film long enough to take twenty, thirty, 
fifty or 100 pictures on. This film is in a roll, 
and when it has ali been exposed the 
roll is withdrawn from the. oase for 
development. Few of the persons 
ot whom I speak have any knowledge 
of photography. They simply point ¢heir 
detective camera at a subject and e the 
film either by turning a screw or press ing a 
button. Whenthey have used up 4 rolf of 
film they take it te a professional phetogra 
pher for development. | 
COVERED WITH OBSCENE PICTURMS. 

„These rolls are in ry at cases covered with 
obscene pictures takes in infamots places. 
The owner of the camera en 
wants large numbers 
made from his vile 
and I regret to say that there are men 
business who will do the work for them.

„Not only that, but these men do not stop 
at photographing sotorious women. Their 
small cameras. easy to conceal, are used 
obtain pietures of respectable git 
and women who inadvertently leave 
4 window their steeping cham - 
ber or unclesed, or 
thraugh any accidental means place them- 
Selves in a position to satiefy the snap shot 
Catcher. I have seen pictures of respectable 
women, caught in such. manner, circulated 
with the obscene pictures | have speken of. 
There seems to be a craze for this kind of 
Work on tne part of the sort 
of amateur I have deen talking about, 
and not only Iaspeeter McAfee, dut the po- 
lice ought to Interest thetuselves in at least 
suppressing the circulation of tpe photo- 
graphes.’’ 

The obscene picture factory discovered by 
MeAfee was owned by Wm. Grimm and was at 
23412 Olive street. Not only. was 
Mr. Grimm 22 in the man- 
ufacture and sale of obseene photographs 
but he developed and printed pictures of the 
same sort for amateur?’ such as are referred to 
above. One hundred and fifty pictures were 
left with him 5 — 10 morning by 3 a 
well-known physician to de printed, and Mr. 
Grimm admitted that he bad done a gréat deal 
of that kind of work. But the In- 
spector did not go after him on that ge- 
count. He charges Mr. Grimm with bavin 
advertised bis warés by circulars sent throu 
the malle, and so rendered himself liable for 
the payment ofa fine of $5,000 or to 
prisoned for five years.

By the force and litter of 
ts money power it has warped the judgment 
and conscience of many good people, maki 
them first apologists for and then desirous © 
such riches, even though they be obtained 
without honor andjin desecration ef, the dignity 
of labor and long pedi«ree of toll. It has cap- 
tured three-fourths of the Louisiana Press 
either by contro! of the capital invested or by 
purchase or by proprietersh'p. 
A HIRELING PRESS. 

In lecalities where it could not purchase the 
local press it has started a hireling preee of its 
own. To emphasize this position we state the 
fact that the most biatant ant!i-lottery papers 
ot the State a few years ago are to-day vielent 
partisans of the lottery. Its iniquitous bus 
ness is blazoned by. advertisements of win- 
inge allover the country aed it has thus 
stimulated a gambling thirst in tens of thous- 
an de of ignorant and credulous persons from 
whom it monthly receives its enormous 
ill-gotten gains. While the United 
States Post-office yo is 6«=s« he 
principal instrument ef its robbery of the 
people outside of Louisiana, yet the express 
companies alse lend material ald. Being itself 
exciuded from the malle asa fraudulent lot- 
tery, it skulke under the individual name of 
its President aud the name of « national bank 
chartered by the National Goverament. It is 
estimated that one-third of the whole local 
mail matter that passes through the New Or- 
leans Pest-efficee 1s lottery mail and that 
$30,000 per diem im postal tes and money 
orders are paid to its staiking-heoree 
bank. The temptation to hold on to 
this power and to continue to amass 
this wealth has induced these lettery people 
to violate all their promises and pledges made 
to the framers of the constitution and te the 
peeple of Louisiana, reiterated: again and 
again te its politich! leaders, and in pursu, 
ance of this broken faith they have precip!i- 
tated the present conflict by agitating for a 
renewal of the charter. is agitation has 
drawn the attention of the good people of this

Morri¢ and hie associates, who neither toil 
nor spin, who take but pay no honest wages, 
make no product, tine fleid, sow ne crop, 
reap no harvest, whoadd nothing te the sum 
of human wealth or happiness, are to de au- 
thorized by a eoveréign State for a paltry par- 
ticipation is the plusder to convert ber terri- 
tory for a generation into a sambiing snare 
for the unwary of this whole country, and flilch 
from them by fraudulent 3 schemes un 
told millions. There are to limitations on 
this proposed grant. There are tho penalties 
for its abuse; Mt is placed beyord the 
regulating power of the Legisiature. All 
amendments tending to prevent the drawing 
of fraudulent lottery schemes were voted 
down. This vast corrupt money power is to be 
confronted; we kuow that we have a battle to 
fight such as no people ever foucht before. 
Weshrink not from the contest; the true sons 
of Louisiana have never falled her in her hour 
of need. They are as ready now as ever to 
spend their fortunes and shed their biood in 
defense of her bosor. But this fight is not 
only ours, but yours also. Aside from the 

ollution ef ite presence, a great part of the 

arm done and to be done by this robber of 
the people, is beyend the borders of this 
State among the people of our sister States of 
the Union. If the taint ef a State-organized 
crime could be confined to the limits of the 
orgenizing State the evil might be emall and 
the ground of complaint local, but we pro- 
test that it is against the fundamental prinei- 
ples of this Union and violative of the sacred 
sisterhood of the States that one of their num- 
ber should, for a pittance of revenue, alle wa 
piratical corporation to prey upon the ignor- 
ance, the é¢reédulity and the capidity of the 
citizens of all the other States and to station 
its minions breadcast threugh the land to 
violate their laws.

United States Senate, havin been 
introduced by Sesateor Biair of New Hamp- 
shire. Stich am amendment Cannot in the 
ustural order of thiagt, de put im force for 
some time. Until at comes Wwe ask the 
adoption by the National Congress of some 
appropriate legisiation under the existing 
state of the Oonestitution, aimed at the heart 
of this devoufing dragon. The legis. 
latien especially recommend by the 
President and the Poestmaster-General to 
exclude lottery business aud advertisements 
from the maiis and express Coimpanies, is 
aimed in the right direction and we ask jts 
speedy adoption. With a natiogal evil of 
great maguftude te correct, with the clear 
constitutional power to érush that evil effect- 
ively, why should the Americas people hes!- 
tate to use ite influence With the @xisting Con- 
grese to have the above suggested legislation 
adopted speediis? 

We ask that all eandidates of all parties of 
the Legisiatures of the various States be re- 
quired to pledge themselves te vote for the 
amendment Ay gor by Congeess to the Con- 
stitution of the United States * ibitiag and 
abolishing State lotteries. 41 this we ask in 
the name ot our cemmop citigenship of this 
Republic and in behalf ef public donor, the 
public interest and the biic and private 
welfare of the commonwealth of States. We 
further request the ir 18 to give this 
address the widest publicity.
